With the rail car shoi 
clearing these last two weeks, 
growers turn their efforts to 
obtaining sufficient labor, which 
is very scarce, to maintain their 
operations. 

This week a peak of 779 re- 
frigerator cars left the area, ac- 
cording to R. E. Hotard, FEC 
traffic agent, Indications are 
that an adequate supply will 
continue to come in if unload- 
ing is taken care of at the des- 
tinations, Hotard said. 

But the labor situation is ex- 
tremely tight, It's a tug of war 
between bean and corn growers 
now for workers, growers say. 
Wages are high, between $.60

THE FIVE STRANGERS 

That five strangers lost thejr lives on the roads in the Belle 
Glade, Pahokee area since January may seem unimportant un- 
less one was the kid next door. 

The five may have been strangers except to their mothers 
and fathers or daughters and sons. 

Much has been out safety on the highways, and the 
crusading voice of the Florida Highway Patrol is never silent. 
Releases flow into this office from the FHP weekly reporting 
statistics and safety advice stories. We try to publish as many 
of these as space permits, for we feel that the words might 
mean the differnce in "life or death" to an understanding, reader. 

Since the first of the year, groups of local citizens have de- 
clared war on Glades "death traps" such as Dead Man's Curve 
and Six Mile Bend. And they have gotten action in the form of 
promises from the State Road Department that these will be 
eliminated as soon as possible. 

But the greatest highway hazard is still at large. Its elimin- 
ation is a matter of slowly educating" the motoring public to 
everyday observance'of safety measures. 

But many refuse to learn, and we know this because auto 
accident deaths and injuries continue to mount here. 

An insurance company recently published an illustrated 
booklet entitled, "RIP." According ‘to its stated purpose, the 
book tells the “whys” and “wheres” and "hows" and “whens” 
of traffic accidents in 1950 

The importance of such data lies in the fact that, “accidents, 
like history have a habit of repeating themselves, and the facts 
within are signposts to safety in 1951.” 

Causes for automobile accidents listed were: hopping stop 
signs or lights, exceeding speed limits, taking more than half of 
the road, driving overloaded vehicles, being careless about 
hand signals, being inattentive while driving, passing on curve 
or hill and driving unsafe automobiles.
